are  satisfied  with  your  treaty  with  our  nation, 
but  want  the  just  protection  it  promises  us. 
America  is  probably  better  known  to  the 
Chinese  people  than  any  oilier  country,  be- 
cause many  of  our  people  have  lived  here, 
and  written  home  faithful  accounts  of  the 
country 

China  is  a  very  old  nation,  but  our  people 
have  learned  many  uew  things  from  Ameri- 
cana. The  population  of  Chiua  is  very  large, 
and  intercourse  between  onr  countries  will  be 
very  intimate,  if  we  have  just  laws  to  pro- 
tect us.  You  probably  know  that  we  have 
very  rich  merchants  and  bankers  in  China, 
but  we  cannot  advise  them  to  risk  their  capi- 
tal here  when  their  agents  cannot  testify  in 
your  courts,  for  like  your  own  capitalists 
they  wish  to  know  that  their  property  is  pro- 
tected and  secured  to  them  before  parting  irlth 
it.  Much  gold  and  silver  is  hoarded  in  China 
which  might  be  used  profitably  here  if  the 
Chinese  felt  sure  we  had  full  aud  proper  pro- 
tection. 

We  merchants  have  tried  to  be  honest  and 
fair  in  our  dealings  with  your  merchants  here, 
and  have  paid  our  debts  to  Americans  as  scru- 
puluously  as  to  our  own  people.  The  mana- 
gers of  some  of  our  largest  San  Francisco 
linns,  engaged  in  trade  with  China,  who  have 
trusted  us  for  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dol- 
lars at  a  time,  without  security,  are  here  to 
prove  the  truth  of  what  1  say.  We  have  in- 
troduced your  grain  and  other  American  pro 
duce  into  China,  and  iabored  to  establish  a 
trade,  which  if  properly  encouraged,  must 
prove  of  great  value  to  this  country.  We 
hope  you  will  pass  a  law  doubling  the  govern-  \  sustain  it' 
ment  pay  to  your  line  of  China  steamers,  and 
oblige  them  to  run  each  way  twice  a  month ; 
for  we  feel  certain  that  the  cost  will  be  small 
wheu  compared  to  the  benefits  your  country 
will  receive.  Captain  Kldridge  will  tell  you 
now  much  of  their  freight  and  passage  inouey 
is  paid  by  our  people  now — and  should  you 
increase  the  number  of  trips  we  will  do  r.ll  in 
our  power  to  support  this  line,  and  thus  in- 
sure its  success.

The  highways  of  nations  are  the  measure  ot 
their  civilization.  Without  roads  there  can- 
not lie  society,  government,  commerce,  or  in 
telligence.  In  exact  proportion  to  abundance 
aud  excellence  of  highways,  ure  the  exchange 
of  services  between  men,  the  flaw  await  itioa 
of  thought,  the  economy  of  labor,  the  aug- 
mentation of  wealth,  the  growth  of  cotni  .it, 
the  developement  and  consolidation  of  the 
civilized  state. 

No  higher  proof  of  the  grandeur  and  wis- 
dom of  the  Roman  rule  of  the  world  need  be 
sought,  than  the  wonderful  system  of  arched 
roads,  ditched  on  both  sides  and  raised  above 
the  surrounding  level,  paved  with  stone  upon 
Iveds  of  rubble  or  concrete,  with  elevated 
walks  for  foot  passengers,  running  alwn.v s  in 
straight  Hues  and  on  uniform  gcades.  tunnel! 
ing  mountains  and  spanning  rivers  with  cut 
stone  arches,  which  radiated  from  Koine  and 
traversed  Italy,  Spain,  Gaul.  Britain.  Ger 
many,  Macedonia,  Asia  Minor,  the  pr,i  .  i|.  i 
islands  of  the  Mediterranean,  and  alio!  north- 
ern Africa.  These  highways,  built  and  main- 
tained at  the  government's  expense,  tied  the 
provinces  to  toe  capital,  and  bound  Asia.  Af- 
rica, and  Europe  to  Borne.  They  aaaaa 
smooth  and  swift  the  movement  of  infantry 
and  cavalry.  They  cheapened  to  Italy  the 
spices,  bilks,  and  cloths  of  Asia,  the  wheat 
and  linen  of  Fgypt,  the  tin  and  copper  of 
Britain,  the  iron,  wool  and  oil  of  Spun,  ami 
the  furs,  leather  and  timber  of  Germany 
Without  these  roads  the  conquests  made  by 
the  Romans  could  not  have  been  maintained. 
The  care  of  them  was  a  civil  office  which  con- 
ferred  high  honor  and  power,  and  was  BOawal 
by  ambitious  men  of  the  noblesi  »nd  w.  altb 
thiest  families. 

Transportioii  on  the  backs  of  animals  is  an 
incident  of  barbarism.  The  mule  trains  of 
South  America  are  the  machinery  of  <-«>in 
raerce  among  people  whose  exchanges  ar. 
few.  whose  wants  are  almost  purely  animal, 
aud  who  are  enslaved  by  superstition  and  if 
norance.  The  future  histories  of  theciviliza- 
tion  of  Spain  and  Portugal  will  havelochroi, 
icle  the  substitution  of  turnpike*  fag  mule 
tracks,  and  the  displacement  of  pack  . nitnals. 
first  by  animals  and  afterwards  by  locom 


If  this  had  been  the  case,  the  million  and 
millions  that  have  been  killed  in  battle  could 
have  taken  the  fair  tlaughtcrs  of  Eve  to  wife. 
But  men  have  not  been  righteous  ,  they  have 
been  just  about  as  iliey  are  now.  They  are 
i he  lords  of  the  earth,  and  they  will  do  evil 

and  gratify  the  lusts  of  the  flesh,  aud  they  |  wayfl  than  earth  roads 
will  not  serve  (tod.  Bi  t  provided  it  had  been 
otherwise,  we  woul  l  not  have  had  the  wars 
that  have  been,  and  all  the  fine  young  men 
that  have  died  througli  them  might  have  had 
families,  and  there  wuu  d  nut  have  been  much 
reason  for  any  man  to  h  i  ve  more  thau  one  wife. 
Another  argument  use. 1  by  men  and  women 
against  plurality  of  wives  is  that  there  are 
as  many  men  us  there  are  womeu.  Suppose 
that  to  be  so.  Acknowledge  that  proposi- 
tion to  be  true,  and  say  that  there  are  no 
more  women  than  men,  and  that  every  man 
should  have  a  wife 

What  of  it  .'  Men  will  not  be  righteous, 
and  women  ure  left  to  desolation  and  destruc- 
tion. Read  the  statistics  of  such  matters  in 
our  Eastern  cities.  Iu  Xew  Yonk,  for  in- 
stance, from  eleven  to  lourteen  thousand 
young  women,  from  10  to  21  yenrs  of  age, 
perish  annually  in  the  gutters,  on  the  side- 
walks, on  doorsteps  or  in  the  hovels  around. 
This  is  no  worse  than  it  is  in  other  places 
where  prostitution  prevails.  Many  would 
like  to  prostitute  the  women  of  Utah,  but  I 
pray  they  may  never  be  able  to  do  it  So  far 
as  the  mere  number  of  wives  is  concerned,  I 
do  not  care  whether  I  have  one,  a  dozen  or 
forty. 

A  great  many  ask  me  how  many  wives  I 
have;  but  to  tell  the  honest  truth,  I  never 
thought  enough  about  it  to  stop  and  think 
But  I  will  get    up   the  facts  in  the  case  and 

tell  every  body,  so  that  they  may  stop  asking 
theae  questions,  I  suppose  that  I  have  a 
dozen  of  fifteen  that  I  am  taking  care  of: 
perhaps  a  few  more  ;  1  do  not  know;  and  1 
care  nothing  about  it.  I  try  to  do  good,  and 
try  to  aave  the  people;  and  I  say  do  not  let 
a  lady  come  to  destruction.  It  is  grievous  to 
me  to  thiuk  thut,  right  in  this  city,  there 
should  be  any  necessity  for  ladies  to  marry

wants  a  carriage  to  ride  in,  and  a  hired  girl 
to  wail  upon  her,  und  a  piano  in  the  parlor 
to  thump  upon  when  she  pleases,  and  I  cannot 
sustain  it.'  I  am  sorry  to  say  there  is  too 
mnch  trnth  in  this.  Now  yon.  youug  women, 
tell  the  youug  meu  you  will  work  and  help 
them  to  live  :  tell  them  so  that  they  may  mar- 
ry you.  There  are  a  great  many  single  men 
iu  our  midst  who  ought  to  have  wives,  and  a 
great  many  young  women  who  ought  to  have 
husbands.

Their  labor 
is  undoubtedly  an  advantage  to  as.  I  sup- 
pose von  would  not  hire  one  u  a  leas  you  be- 
beve.l  Ins  services  were  worth  more  to  you 
than  Ins  wages,  or  unless  you  were  willing  lo 
exchange  your  mom-v  i.t  bis  labor.  A  great 
portion  of  the  wealth  ot  the  country  ia  repro- 
duced annually,  and  if  the  industry  of  a  coun- 
try were  to  be  suspended  only  for  a  ail 
year  everything  would  go  to  destruction, 
bor  is  the  great  reliance  of  every  civil 
nation,  and  iVw  places  are  inure  in  need  of  it 
than  Calitornia.  She  was  more  in  want  of  it 
Coraaarty  ilmn  now  Tha  Chinese  have  sup- 
plied a  vi  i  v  coiisi.iere.b.'edemaiid.  We  shoald 
bate  lacked  many  of  the  evidences  of  mate- 
rial aroaperily  we  now  possess  hut  for  them, 
and  I  do  not.  know  that  you  can  point  to  harm 
ttiey  have  .lone  sufficient  to  offset  the  good 
ttiev  have  effected.  1  hey  are  certainly  aa 
industrious  and  frugal  pe«  pie,  :in.l  possessed 
of  far  more  mterprne  than  mere  heat  bene. 
They  are  not  barbarians  in  the  coaimou 
sense  of  that  word. 

It  seems  many  are  coming  to  our  coast  at 
present,  but  1  have  ag  fcegjl  of  the  State  b# 
aaaaing  overrun  by  them.  The  distance 
a. •he  Pacific  is  t  <o great,  and  the  outlet  oa 
tins  aide  to  extensive.  They  will  be  ant  to 
find  their  way  into  Mexico,  and  there,  in  mjr 
judgment,  is  the  proper  borne  for  this  class  of 
immigration,  ami  they  will  find  it  indue  time. 
They  possess  jusl  the  virtues  which  the  Mexi- 
eaaa  luck  Their  habits  of  labor  and  thrift 
would  convert  the  fertile  wastes  of  that  coun- 
try into  gardens  The  Mexicans  will  not 
work,  the  Chinese  will  not  be  idle.  They  are 
i^  opposite  in  habits  as  possible  The  one 
would  keep  that  country  forever  poor,  the 
oth.r  wonld  sp  edily  enrich  it.  Mexico, 
though  ahaodaatly  en. lowed  by  nature,  ia 
noted  for  its  poverty  ami  insecurity,  and  so  it 
will  remain  while  it  depends  upon  the  Indian 
ami  Spanish  races  l',,r  its  prosperity.  China, 
on  the  other  hand,  ia  one  of  the  richest  coun- 
tries in  the  world,  and  jhe  has  been  made  so 
by  the  industry  of  her  people.  Of  these  peo- 
ple >!',.■  can  -pare  enough  to  regenerate  Mexi- 
co and  never  miss  them.  A  small  percent- 
age of  the  natives  ot  China  transferred  into 
Mexico  would  iusiiil  a  new  life  iulo  that 
country.  Ol  the  two  civilizations  judged 
by  every  test,  that  founded  by  Coafwcius  far 
surpasses  that  lotuid  in  the  land  of  the  Moii- 
tc-zuinas 

Should  the  Chinese  continue  to  pour  down 
on  our  I'  ve. lie  coast  so  as  t  excite  the  fears 
ol  our  people,  it  would  l>e  an  easy  matter  lo 

turn  the   tide  tot)  nh ward,  where  there 

is  room  enough  for  alt,  There  is  an  unlimited 
livid,  fresii  lor  ihe  taerciae  of  their  hatnts  of 
wealth-making  and  wealth  preserving.  What 
is  now  little  b  ss  than  a  dreary  waste  would, 
under  the  aeagic  Koiuem  eof  labor,  bud  and 
blossom  as  the  rose. 

There  ought  to  be  no  objection  to  an  outlet 
upon  this  broad  continent  lor  a  portion  of  the 
peat-an  population  of  China  and  Japan.  Be- 
sides Mexic...  nearly  all  of  Central  and  South 
America  is  open  to  t hem.  and  mankind  would 
be  greatly  bene  titled  by  their  coming.  The 
wealth  and  happiness  of  the  wor.d  would  l»a 
indefinitely  increased  thereby.

No  wonder  that  our  ueeuritiea  tteadily  ad 
vanca  in  the  markets  of  Europe  and  continue- 
to  go  up  at  home.  Capital  is  essentially  con- 
servative, and  Europeans,  especially  the  En- 
glish, arc-  alow  to  learn  about  or  operate  in 
transatlantic  securities.  They  have  been 
heretofore  more  disposed  to  invest  in  home 
government  stocks,  bearing  three  or  four  per- 
cent interest,  than  those  of  this  country  with 
six  or  seven  per  cent,  interest.  They  are, 
however,  waking  up  to  the  fact  that  not  only 
do  investments  in  American  securities  pay 
double,  or  nearly  so,  on  their  capital  over 
those  of"  L;irope,  but  that  there  is  a  far  better 
prospect  of  tbe  principal  being  liquidated 
within  a  re -.onable  time.  The  N.  Y.  Herald 
says  Our  live  twenties  to-day  are  intrinsically 
worth  double  the  British  three  per  cent,  con- 
sols. That  ia,  if  these  consols  are  worth  uine- 
ty,  the  five-twenties  should  realize  in  the  mar- 
ket a  hundred  and  eighty.  Still  they  are 
quoted  beb  w  consols,  the  last  quotations  in 
London  being  eighty-two  and  a  half.  Yet,  as 
we  said,  they  have  steadily  advanced,  for 
they  were  last  year  at  this  time  more  than  ten 
percent  below  what  tln-y  are  now,  the  quota- 
tion being  on  the  Kith  of  July,  18li*<,  seventy- 
two  and  a  half.  With  all  the  preference  of 
foreigners  for  home  securities  and  the  timidi 
ty  of  capitalists  to  invest  in  stock  abroad  they 
MM  Lecoine  impressed  withfthe  extraordina- 
ry resources  of  our  government  and  country, 
and  as  a  consequence,  our  bonds  must  con- 
tinue to  rise. 

Let  us  glance  at  the  comparative  condition 
and  prospects  of  the  United  States  with  those 
of  the  nations  of  Europe.  There  is  scarcely 
one  of  the  great  Powers  abroad  which  can  do 
more  than  make  both  ends  meet — the  current 
expenses  of  which  do  not  fully  absorb  the  in 
come — while  most  of  them  are  getting  deeper 
in  debt  and  going  from  bad  to  worse.  Not 
one  has  the  least  prospect  or  expectation  of 
ever  paying  the  principal  of  its  debt.  It  is 
true  there  ia  occasionally  a  spasmodic  effort 
made  in  England,  and,  perhaps,  in  one  or  two 
other  countries,  to  establish  a  sinking  fund, 
but  no  appreciable  result  is  produced.  Wars 
are  constantly  recurring,  and  in  time  ofpeace 
vast  armaments  are  maintained,  with  all  the 
other  stupendous  expenses  of  monarchial 
and  arbitrary  governments,  to  devour  the 
largest  incomes,  und  even  any  little  surplus 
that  may  possibly  accumulate.  People  are 
taxed  to  the  utmost  limit,  and  every  year 
pauperism  and  the  burdens  of  government  are 
increased.  In  reality  the  government  of  Eu- 
rope, not  excepting  that  of  England,  are 
bankrupt  for  though  some  of  them  may  man- 
age to  pay  the  interest  on  their  debts,  none 
can  begin  to  pay  the  principal.  It  is  not 
loug  since  the  present  Prime  Minister  of 
England,  Mr.  Gladatone,  drew  a  fearful  pic 
ture  of  the  future  of  his  country  from  the  in 
cubus  of  its  enormous  debt,  and  urged  the 
necessity  of  some  plan  to  be  relieved  of  it ; 
but  he  had  no  practicable  idea  how  this  was 
to  be  done  Indeed,  the  debt  of  Eugland.  as 
the  enormous  debt.-  of  the  other  monarchies 
of  the  old  World,  can  never  be  paid.  Noth- 
ing but  revolution  and  repudiation  can  wipe 
them  out. 

But  how  is  it  with  the  United  StaUs? 
Since  the  war  closed  now  only  four  years  or  a 
little  more  ago,  we  have  paid  several  hundred 
millions  of  floating  indebtedness  arising  from 
the  war,  besides  paying  the  regular  and  vast 
demands  of  the  government  on  ordiuary  and 
extraordinary  expenses.  After  doing  this 
there  has  been  nearly  all  the  time  in  the 
Treasury  seldom  less  than  one  hundred  mil- 
lions of  dollars  lying  unemployed.  Yes,  u 
much  larger  sum  than  if  the  gold  be  reckoned 
at  currency  value.  And  what  are  we  doing 
now  ?  Why,  Mr  Bot  twei.i.  is  puzzled  to  know 
what  to  do  with  the  money  accumulating  in 
his  hands  He  is  applying  the  utmost  limit 
allowed  by  law  to  the  sinking  fund  and  buy- 
ing up  millions  of  bonds  and  putting  them 
away  until  Congress  can  authorize  their  dc- 
MMM,  Yet,  on  the  first  of  this  month 
he  bad  over  a  hundred  and  sixteen  millions 
in  the  Trea  ,ury.  The  debt  is  undergoing  a 
very  material  reduction  now.  We  will  not 
venture  to  say  how  much  more  could  be  done 
by  -iriit  economy  on  the  part  of  t  'ongress  and 
the  administration,  and  by  the  most  skillful 
management  of  the  finances.  Then,  if  we 
look  at  the  enormous  crops  of  the  present 
season,  which  in  every  section  are  the  most 
promising  ;  at  our  gold,  silver,  cotton,  grain, 
corn,  and  other  productions ;  at  our  bound- 
less resources  and  at  our  rapidly  increasing 
population  and  wealth,  have  we  not  reason  to 
say  the  debt  is  a  mere  bagatelle  F  While  the 
nations  of  Europe  are  hopelessly  steeped  in 
debt  and  pauperism  and  must  decline  com- 
paratively, we  are  marching  ou  with  rapid 
stridea  to  such  wealth  and  greatness  as  no 
nation  before  ever  attained.  It  would  be 
strange,  indeed,  theu,  if  our  securities  did  not 
advance  in  the  market  of  the  world  and  if 
they  should  not  continue  to  advance  to  a 
much  higher  point 


Radicals,  tho  carpet  baggers  and  the  more 
vicious  uegrooa  uuitu  upon  Stoves,  who  was 
a  Union  mau  in  the  inception  of  onr  dirbcul 
ties,  but  turned  rebel   immediately  after  the 
fall  of  Fort  Sumptre   and  commenced  to  re- 
cruit a  regiment  for  the  rebel  service.

He  was  elected 
to  Congress  by  the  disfranchisement  of  near- 
ly all  the  white  people  of  the  State,  and  com 
mitted  perjury  by  swearing  that  he  had  never 
given  aid,  comfort,  encouragement,  counten- 
ance or  counsel  to  the  enemies  of  the  United 
States.    Being  elected  a  secoud  time,  objec 
tions  were  made  to  his  being  permitted  to 
repeat  his  perjuries,  and  the  Radicals  remov- 
ed his  disabilities.    Sekter,   his  opponent, 
was  also  a  rebel,  a  member  of  the  Legislature 
of  Tennessee  while  that  State   was   in  the 
hands  of  the  Confederates,  went  over  to  the 
Federals  during  the  war,  turned  blatant  Radi- 
cal, hud  his  disabilities  removed  by  Congress, 
was  elected  Lieutenant  Governor  ofTennes- 
see,  and  become  Governor  of  the  State  upon 
the  election  of  Brownlow  to  the  United  States 
Senate  Sextkr  had  the  sense  to  see  that  the 
tydi-of  public  opinion  i u  the  loyal  States  was 
rapidly  turining    against  the  disfranchise- 
ment and  proscription  of  the  white  race  of  the 
South,  nnd  accordingly  he  announced  himself 
in  favor  of  the  repeal  of  the  infamous  laws  by 
which  he  had  himself  been  elected  Lieutenant 
Governor,  and  which  leave  to  the  Boards  of 
Registration  to  determine  who  shall  vote,  and, 
as  a  consequence,  who  shall  be  elected. 
Stokes,     knowing    that   the  enfranchise- 
ment of  the    whites  will    reanlt   in  the 
political  extinction  of  men  like  himself,  at 
first  was  very  bitter  against  any  modification 
of  the  existing  laws,  but,  finding  his  position 
unpopular  even  among  many  Republicans, 
he  now  says  that  he  is  in  favor  of  the  enfran- 
chisement of  every  rebel  who  will  ask  for  it. 
But  even  this  change  of  his  tone  has  come 
too  late  to  save  him.  Sentkr  has  the  appoint 
ment  of  the  Registrars,  and  they  are  permit- 
ting a  general  registration  as  well  of  those 
disfranchised  as  of  those  whom  the  laws  per- 
mit to  vote — a  short  cut  to  the  end  advocated 
by  Sinter.    The  Democrats  have  no  candi- 
date of  their  own,  and  will  almost  unani- 
mously vote  for  Sektkr.    The  strangest  inci 
dent  of  the  canvass  is  that  the  old  moniter 
Brown i.ow  takes  an  active  part  for  Sinter. 
The  candidates  are  quite  abusive  of  one  an- 
other, and  Stokes  has  frequently  the  pleasure 
of  hearing  himself  denounced  as  a  common 
thief.    The  probabilities  now  are  that  Sfnter 
will  be  elected  by  a  majority  of  nearly  fifty 
thousand.

Verger  still  fmther  inaddi -neil  by 
tin-  i  uiiteiiijituouh  treatment  of  li'.in,  gave 
Crane  a  push  and  told  him  lo  "go,  yon 
damned  doj;.  '  Crane  lost  his  temper  and 
struck  Verger  with  a  cane,  they  clinched  and 
Verger  stabbed  hiui.  Mr.  Simrall  argues 
that  the  difficulty  was  brought  on  by  the  blow 
with  the  eaue.  That  on  receiving  it,  dom 
the  tact  of  Crane's  coming  on  the  street 
contrary  to  his  expressed  purpose,  his  un- 
yielding bearing  during  the  quarrel  aud  the 
striking  with  the  cane,  Verger  hud  the  right 
to  believe  and  did  believe  that  the  deceased 
had  reconsidered  bis  determination  as  e« 
pressed  to  Dr.  Harrington  and  had  come 
armed  for  the  conflict.  Then,  for  the  first 
time,  while  struggling  with  a  man  vastly  bis 
superior  in  size  and  strength,  whom  he  be- 
lieved to  be  armed  and  ready  to  use  his  w.-ap 
ons,  Yerger  thought  of  his  knife  and  used 
it,  as  he  believed  and  had  the  right  to  believe, 
in  self-defense. 

Mr.  Simrall  then  sumi  up  tbe  evidence 
showing  that  Yerger  was  morally  insane  aad 
irresponsible.  We  have  endeavored  in  the 
above  to  give  a  brief  and  necessarily  imper 
feet,  but  fair  and  impartial,  abstract  of  the 
argument  of  the  defense.

States  In  the  progress  of  a  speech  by  him, 
the  venerable  Ju  <tice  Nelson  inquired  :  What 
is  the  page  of  the  authority  you  are  quoting, 
Mr  Attorney  General  ?"  To  which  the  man 
whom  ex  General  Grant  gave  a  Cabinet  place 
in  exchange  for  a  library,  replied  :  "  May  it 
please  the  court,  1  decline  to  be  interrupted 
in  my  argument.  '  Whereupon  the  Chief 
Justice,  assuming  upon  his  younger  shoul- 
ders the  affront  directed  at  his  associate  aud 
incidentally  rerlecting  upon  the  whole  bench, 
brought  the  Massachusetts  attorney  to  his 
knees  at  once  by  saying  "Mr.  Attorney- 
General,  yon  will  cease  iu  your  argument  for 
the  present.  This  conn,  as  yon  will  learn 
when  you  have  become  used  to  its  amenities, 
reserves  the  right  to  question  at  any  time 
any  of  its  counsellors  on  any  point  whatever. 
Your  rejoinder  to  the  question  of  my  asso 
ciateis  inadmissible;  and  when  you  have 
apologized  to  the  court  for  language  which 
we  must  say  was  never  heard  here  before, 
you  may  proceed,  but  not  until  that  is  done." 

Whereupon  the  legal  bully  collapsed  and 
meekly  begged  pardon,  which  it  pleased  the 
court  to  aliow.

We  regret  not  being  able  to  republish  from 
the  Cincinnati  Commercial,  of  Friday,  the 
argument  of  Horatio  F.  Simrai.l  in  defense 
of  E.  M.  Yeroer  for  killing  Colonel  Crake 
It  is  very  able  and  ingenious,  and  presents 
the  case  of  the  accused  in  the  best  light  from 
which  it  is  possible  to  view  it.  Though  a 
case  of  murder,  divesle-J  of  all  polieal  sig 
nificance,  yet  the  trial  of  a  civiliau  by  a  mil 
itary  commission  has  thrown  around  it  an 
interest  which  h  felt  throughout  the  nation 
We  observe  that  Mr.  Simrali  does  not.  except 
to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  commission,  but 
merely  atgea  that  they  will  be  governed  by 
the  iiame  puuciplesof  law  that  would  control 
the  verdict  of  a  civil  court  of  justice.  He 
contends  that  the  act  of  Colonel  Crank  in 
sciiing  the  piano.*  which  was  the  properly  of 
Mrs.  Ykrokr,  and  owned  by  her  previous  to 
her  marriage.for  taxes  assessed  to  her  husband, 
though  assessed  upon  property  belonging  to 
Mr  Yeriikr  was  illegal,  and  thut  a  forcible 
ejection  of  the  Marshal  from  the  premises 
would  not  have  been  a  legal  resistance  to  a 
legal  process.  The  facts  show  that  Colonel 
Crank  had  been  informed  that  the  piano  was 
the  property  of  Mrs.  Ykhokr  and  not  liable 
for  the  debts  of  her  husband,  and  that  he  was 
driven  to  persist  in  bis  course  by  the  refusal 
of  other  parties  to  pay  their  taxes  until  Ykr- 
OM  find  paid  his,  for  which  he  was  delinquent 
for  several  years.  Ykr«:kr  regarded  the  seizure 
under  the  circumstances  as  a  personal  in- 
dignity to  himself  and  an  outrage  upon  his 
family,  and  in  the  height  of  his  auger  sent 
Crank  what  was  intended  to  be  a  challenge  to 
a  combat  upon  the  streets  This  Crane  de- 
clined, and  at  the  solicitation  of  Dr.  Har- 
rington, who  bore  the  challenge,  promis- 
ed that  he  would  not  appear  upon 
the  streets  until  late  in  the  evening, 
and  then  not  for  the  purpose  of  meeting 
Ykroer,  but  to  fill  a  memorandum  for  medi- 
cines He  stated  that  he  would  be  unarmed. 
Col.  Crane  was  informed  that  in  that  case, 
the  affair  would  end  in  Yeroer's  posting  him, 
for  which  he  said  he  did  not  care.  Mr.  Siu- 
Ri.Lt  argues  from  these  facts  that  upon  the  re- 
fusal of  Col.  Crane  to  meet  him  on  the  street 
far  a  fight  being  communicated  to  Yeroer, 
with  the  information  that  Cranb  would  not  be 
on  the  street  until  late  in  the  evening,  and 
then  unarmed,  and  for  a  peaceable  purpose, 
Yerokr  at  once  dismissed  from  his  mind  all 
idea  of  violence,  and  determined  to  content 
himself  with  posting  the  man  by  whom  he 
had  been  insulted,  in  his  opinion,  and  who  had 
refused  him  redress.  Accordingly  he  did  not 
arm  himself  for  an  affray.  The  knife  was  one 
which  he  habitually  wore.  Had  he  expected 
a  hostile  mertiug  with  Crave,  he  would  have 
equipped  himself  with  pistols.  But  Crake 
changed  his  mind  about  going  on  the  streets. 
Upon  reflection,  as  Mr.  Simrall  argues,  he 
probably  thought  that  his  motives  would  be 
misconstrued,  and  that  he  would  be  regarded 
as  a  coward.  Revolting  from  this  idea,  as 
any  brave  man  would,  he  determined  to  show 
himself*  upon  the  streets  immediately  in  ao 
public  a  way  that  no  man  could  say  aught 
agaitut  hia  courage.  He,  therefore,  sal 
lied  out  within  an  hoar  of  receiving 
the  challenge  from  Yurger,  but  un 
armed.  Col.  Crane  passed  Ykroek  and 
bowed  to  him,  aud  Ykroer  made  then  no 
demonstration  of  violence.  Mr.  Simraij.  ar- 
gues that  it  was  a  surprise  to  Yeroer  to  see 
Crane  upon  the  street  so  shortly  after  being 
informed  that  he  would  not  come  upon  the 
street  until  late  in  the  evening.  When  Yeroer 
subsequently  met  Crave  at  the  place  where  the 
difficulty  occurred,  the  former  was  walking 
towards  his  own  home,  and  not  towards 
Crake's  office  as  if  seeking  the  latter.  Cram: 
had  walked  to  and  fro,  as  the  able  counsel 
for  the  accused  contends,  to  be  seen  of  Yeroer 
aud  of  all  men  that  he  was  not  afraid.  The 
second  meeting  was  an  accident.  Yeroeh,  in 
a  violent  passion,  but  with  no  design  of  bring- 
ing on  a  difficulty,  which  Crane  had  already 
declined,  stopped  Crane  and  commenced  talk- 
ing about  the  taxes  and  the  seiznre  of  the 
piano.  Crank  defended  his  course,  which 
still  further  irritated  the  accused.  Both  men 
gesticulated.  Vi kukr  striking  down  Crane's 
hand  and  cursing  him  Crane  told  fiioj  he 
was  drank,  and  refused  to  hare  anything  to 
do  with  him  except  officially,  and  turned  to

His  labor  ia  cheap,  his  temper 
ia  good,  his  disposition  is  docile,  his  indus 
try  is  nuflagging,  his  strength  and  endurance 
are  wonderful,  and  his  mechanical  skill  is  re- 
markable   There  are  Chinamen  in  the  employ 
of  the  Central  Pacific  Company  who  are  more 
clever  in  aligning   roads   than    many  white 
men  who  have  been  educated  to  the  business, 
and  these  Mongols  will  strike   a   truer  line 
for  a  longer  distance  with  tbe  unassisted  eye 
than  most   white  men  can  with  tbe  aid  of  in- 
struments.   A  good  deal   of  nonsense  has 
been  talked  about  the  Chinaman's  want  of 
stamina,  and  his  inferiority  to  the  white  la- 
borer in  point  of  strength  and  capacity  for 
work.     The  Central   Railroad   has  pretty 
thoroughly  settled  that  point ;  for  numerous 
experiments  have  been  made  during  its  con- 
struction, with   a   view  to  teat  the  respective 
capabilities  of  the  two  races.    On  one  occa- 
sion a  party  of  Irishmen  and  a  party  of  Chi- 
namen  were   pitted  against  each  other  in 
blasting  a  hard  rock  for  a  tunnel.    Bets  were 
freely  made  that  the  white  men   would  come 
out  winners  ,    but  at  the  end  of  tbe  day. 
when  the  work  of  each  party  was  measured, 
it  was   found  that  John  Chinamau  had  bur- 
rowed further  into  the  rock  than  his  antago- 
nist, and  was,  moreover,  less  fatigued. 

The  bands  of  Chinamen  now  organized  by 
the  Central  Railroad  Company  are  as  fine 
railroad  builder-:  as  can  be  found  anywhere. 
The  officers  of  the  Union  Pacific  road  were 
amazed  at  the  work  these  fellows  did,  and  it 
is  by  no  means  improbable  that  our  Eastern 
friends  will  endeavor  to  secure   one  of  these 
trained  gangs  for  the  next  railroad  enterprise  in 
which  they  may  engage.    Many  of  the  Chines* 
bosses,  or  heads  of  gangs  on  the  Pacific  Rail 
road  are  very  intelligent  men,  and  a  fewdayi 
Bince  we  were  present  when  one  of  these  eu 
tered  a  car  and  engaged  in  conversation  then 
going  on,  speaking  good  English,  and  show 
ing  an  extensive  acquaintance  with  railroad 
matters     It  is  well  thut   we  should  bear  in 
mind  the  great  assistance  that  the  Chinese 
have  afforded  to  the  Pacific  Railroad,  and 
that  we  should  remember  the  difficulties  wh 
their  presence  disi  ipated.    The  training  they 
have  received  on  that  road  has  given  to  Cali- 
fornia a  large  body  of  men  peculiarly  adapted 
to  this  description  of  work,  and  it  has  ren 
dered  comparatively  easy  the  carrying  out  of 
other  enterprises   of  the   same  character 
They   will   probably   be   largely  employed 
in  the  coustruction  of  the  California  and  Ore- 
gon Railroad,  now  about  to  be  entered  upon  : 
aud,  while  they  do  not  prevent  the  engage- 
ment of  white  men  they  will  facilitate  enter- 
prises which  might  he  impracticable,  lacking 
their  aid.    The  Chinaman  is  a  born  railroad 
builder,  and  as  such  he  is  destined  to  be  most 
useful  to  California,  and,  indeed,  to  the  whole 
Pacific  slope. 


There  are  all  kinds  of  rumors  afloat  co 
ceming  tbe  action  of  Chief  Justice  Chase  in 
the  Veroer  case.  The  Radicals  have  it  that 
he  had  expressed  his  determination  to  favor- 
ably consider  a  petition  for  tbe  writ  of  Ha 
be,is  Coipuj*  before  the  friends  of  Verulk 
made  their  application.  And  another  that 
the  delay  in  giving  the  decisioo  was  at  the 
instance  of  the  President  and  his  Cabinet 
Howevei  this  may  be,  it  would  have  been  bet 
ter  for  the  reputation  of  the  Chief  Justice 
had  he  at  once  ordered  the  release  of  Vkuci.r 
by  the  militay,  and  left  him  to  be  dealt  with 
by  the  local  tribunals.  There  can  lie  no 
question  of  the  unconstitutionality  of  tbe 
reconstruction  acts,  nor  that  the  Supreme 
Court  has  jurisdiction  of  a  case  of  this 
kind  where  the  prisoner  is  held  in  duress  by 
the  United  States  Government.  A  little  vir 
tue  iu  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  and  a  little 
less  playing  for  the  Presidency,  would  be 
more  becoming  the  first  judicial  officer  of  the 
nation. 
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The  case  of  Yeroer  for  the  murder  of  Col. 
Crane  was  to  have  been  brought  before  Judge 
Hu.L,  of  the  United  States  District  Court  for 
the  State  of  Mississippi  on  a  writ  of  habeas 
corpus,  on  tbe  22d  inst.  This  is  the  first  step 
towards  bringing  the  matter  before  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  the  United  States  on  an  ap 
peal,  in  case  the  District  Court  shall  refuse 
to  idsue  the  writ.  The  final  argument  for  the 
prosecution  was  made  before  the  military  tri- 
bunal which  has  Yeroer  in  custody,  on  the 
2d.  Much  interest  hangs  round  this  case,  as 
upon  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  and 
the  enforcement  of  that  decision  will  depend 
the  liberty  ot  the  Southern  people.  If  the 
Court  shall  refuse  to  issue  the  writ,  then  tbe 
fate  of  the  people  of  that  land  is  that  of  a  de: 
potism. 


Many  persons  confound  the  Democratic 
nominee  for  Governor  of  Pennsylvania  with 
ex-Governor  \V\i.  F.  Packer  of  that  State 
Asa  Packer,  the  nominee,  li  a  different  per 
son,  uever  held  an  office,  nor  has  he  been  a 
politician.  He  is  one  of  the  wealthiest  men 
in  the  country,  his  wealth  being  reputed  at 
$20,000,000,  and  has  given  munificently  to 
various  public  charities  and  enterprise 
He  richly  endowed  Lehigh  University,  one 
of  the  first  educational  institutions  in  Amer 
ica.  Asa  Packer  has  always  been  a  Demo- 
crat, and  his  frieuds  claim  thut  the  pros 
pects  for  his  election  are  flattering.  We  sin 
cerely  hope  their  anticipations  may  not  be 
be  disappointed.

It  is  undoubtedly 
true  that  the  General  Government  has  hsen  ear- 
nestly appealed  to  in  this  direction  :  but  it  ••  un.Kr- 
ttood  that  tho  response  has  noi  been  p*rti<-ularly 
encouraging  to  the  partisans  of  the  Bald  Eagle. 
iStokee'  Heads  are  fain  to  believe  that  the  tri- 
umph of  Conservative  Republicanism  in  the  coming 
election  affords  ample  ground  for  overthrowing  the 
Stale  Government  and  erecting  a  military  de*r>oti?m 
in  its?stead 

Senior  -  majority  will  bo  ao  overwhelmingly 
large,  and  this  after  a  fair  election,  that  it  is  really 
hard  to  divine  how  any  pretext  can  be  concocted  as 
a  justification  for  the  cirryiag  out  of  the  Stokes 
military  programme.  The  fact  is,  that  extreme 
prescriptive  Radical iam  dies  hard  in  Tcnne.-jce,  and 
this  lait  bayonet  dodge  u  simply  tbe  spasmodia  ex- 
pression of  its  expiring  kick*.

Tho 
number  of  straight  oat  Conservative;-  elected  to  the 
Legislature  will  probably  uot  be  as  large  ai  waa 
anticipated  ton  day  -  ago,  and  in  aaumb«r  of  coun 
tic-  such  candidates  are  giving  way  to  Sonter  meu, 
as  a  concession  to  tbe  maguaaimous  policy  in- 
augurated by  the  Governor,  and  now  boing  carried 
out. 

In  this  county  tbera  art  throe  sets  of  candidate, 
but  itis  not  improbable  that  there  will  be  a  compro- 
mise between  ihe  Soaterites  and  the  Conservatives 
although  it  ||  pretty  curtain  that  the  latter  can 
elect  their  men  without  any  help  whatever. 

It  has  been  feared  that  in  the  ftusb  of  anticipated 
political  freedom  of  the  en-rebels,  tbe  spirit  of  re- 
taliation would  be  manifested  against  the  more  bit- 
terly pn.scriptivo  iniuority,  who  havo  ruled  the 
State  a?  with  a  rod  of  iron  during  tho  few  year*. 
The  feeling  of  reneatment  doubtleas  does  eiist  to 
aomeeatent,  aad  it  could  hardly  be  natural  if  it  did 
not  ;  but  it  ia  reasonably  certain  that  it  will  not 
outcrop  into  any  unpleasant  oonne(|ueajes,  as  pub> 
lie  sentiment  in  general  frowns  down  every  feeling 
savoring  of  resentment  and  revenge.

tea  or  supper  '  relish,'  and  '  cake  and  berrie3 
or  peaches  and  cream."

Henderson  county  was  visited  on  Monday 
night,  the  1 9th  inst..  by  one  of  the  heaviest 
HUB  storms  every  witnessed  in  this  portion  of 
the  State.  From  nbout  10  o'clock  P.  M  until 
after  daylight  Tuesday  morning  there  was 
almost  an  incessant  deluge.  During  yester- 
day the  effect  became  visible  in  the  unprece- 
dented rise  of  Henderson  river  which  reached 
a  hight  beyond  the  recollection  of  the  oldest 
inhabitant.  'The  rapidity  with  which  the 
waters  rose  was  so  great  as  to  take  tanners 
along  the  Henderson  valley  completely  by 
surprise,  and  the  result  was  witnessed  yester- 
day and  to  day  in  the  carrying  down  the  river 
ot  immense  quantities  of  wheat  and  rye  which 
bad  been  put  in  shock  on  Saturday  and 
Monday.  Thousands  of  acres  of  corn,  oats 
and  grass  are  literally  swept  away,  while  the 
destruction  to  fence i  it  without  precedent. 
The  occupants  of  many  houses  in  the  bottoms, 
beyond  points  ever  reached  by  the  floods  be- 
fore, were  compelled  to  evacuate  in  boats  sent 
to  their  aid,  or  on  such  temporary  rafts  as 
could  be  constructed  in  tho  short  time  allowed 
No  loss  ot  human  life  was  reported,  though 
there  were,  doubtless,  some  narrow  escapes 
The  loss  iu  stock,  particularly  calves,  sheep 
and  hogs,  is  very  large.  Several  drowned 
horses  and  cows  were  seen  floating  down  the 
Henderson  to-day.  The  damage  to  the 
farming  interests  will  aggregate  thousands  of 
dollars,  ami,  in  miny  instances,  renters  will 
lose  their  nil.  We  arc  almost  entirely  cut  off 
from  the  surrounding  country,  and  are  not  yet 
fully  advised  as  to  the  extent  of  the  storm. 
'The  waters  are  slowly  receding  to-day,  though 
it  is  still  raining  at  intervals.

liike  nearly  everything  else  in  farming,  the 
course  to  he  pursued  must  vary  with  circum- 
stances, and  the  farmer  must  exercise  his 
judgement  to  some  extent.  Rut  the  following 
may  be  adopted  as  general  rules  : 

1.  The  corn  should  have  at  least  a  portion 
of  the  manure,  if  practicable  It  is  scarcely 
poMibleto  manure  the  land  too  much  for  this 
crop,  provided  it  is  properly  applied,  or  so  as 
to  be  well  diffused  through  the  soil 

2.  The  barley  crop  needs  a  good  soil,  but  if 
the  corn  has  been  well  manured  it  will  need 
nothing  additional — the  great  additional 
points  being  thorough  plowing  and  harrowing 
and  early  sowing 

3.  The  wheat  requires  more  discretion  in 
its  treatment,  and  usually,  on  good  land,  will 
be  sufficiently  manured  by  the  previous  crops, 
with  the  except  ion  of  a  top  dreeing,  alter  the 
last  plowing,  of  live  to  ten  two-horse  loads  of 
fine  manure  per  acre.  If  oats  are  sown  the 
second  year  instead  of  barley,  it  moderate 
manuring  beside.*  may  pruve  useful,  and 
sometimes  necessary. 

The  usual  accumulations  of  manure  are  in 
winter,  but  its  litness  for  application  at  dif- 
ferent times  of  the  year  will  be  controlled  by 
the  materials  employed  in  its  manufacture. 
If  composed  largely  of  corn  fodder,  it  will  be 
unfit  to  apply  till  the  following  autumn,  alter 
rotting  down  in  heaps  But  if  the  corn  fodder 
in  all  cut  with  a  machine  Itefore  feeding  out, 
it  may  be  drawn  out  and  spread  as  fast  as 
produced.  Nearly  the  same  remarks  will  ap- 
ply to  straw,  if  used  in  large  quantities  as 
litter.  Iii  small  quantities,  it  will  not  pre- 
vent winter  application  ;  or  if  cut  up  before 
being  used  for  bedding,  from  one  to  four 
inches  long. 

Farmers  have  little  fresh  manure  in  autumn 
The  cheapest  application  is  in  winter,  draw- 
ing out  and  spreading  over  the  fields  requiring 
it  as  fast  as  it  is  mad*  Several  advantages 
result  from  this  practice  It  requires  less 
handling  it  is  soon  out  of  the  way  ;  it  is  easi- 
ly spread  from  the  sled  or  wagon ;  it  is 
drawn  by  men  at  a  time  when  they  m  I  be 
Otherwise  idle  it  removes  the  labor  from 
the  short  and  crowded  period  of  spring  :  it  al- 
lows the  soluble  manure  to  wash  down  into 
tbe  earth  and  become  intimately  diffused  :  and 
it  prevents  the  hardening  and  baking  of  the 
noil  by  the  passage  of  the  loaded  wagons, 
when  the  ground  is  wet  and  soft  after  the 
breaking  up  of  winter  It  should  therefore  be 
tbe  aim  to  draw  out,  as  itaccumulatef ,  all  tbe 
manure  which  is  short  enough  to  spread  well, 
to  plow  under  in  spring  for  corn  or  other 
spring  crops,  leaving  the  longest  and  coarsest 
to  rot  down  in  heaps  for  autumn  sown  wheat, 
or  for  spreading  on  sod  which  is  intended  for 
<-orn  the  next  year. 

We  have  already  remarked  that  corn  can 
scarcely  be  manured  too  much,  if  the  work  is 
properly  done.  If  there  is  any  danger  of  its 
ranning  too  much  to  leaf  and  stalk,  which 
would  be  a  rare  occurrence,  plant  a  smaller 
variety,  and  allow  a  large  number  of  stalks 
to  grow.  The  succeeding  barley,  oats,  or  peas, 
will  receive  a  decided  help  from  it — especially 
if  tbe  soil  has  a  sufficient  quantity  of  clay  to 
hold  the  manure  ,  and  in  good  wheat  districts, 
its  effects  will  be  sufficient  to  obviate  any 
thing  further  than  a  top-dressing.  But  if  iho 
soil  is  of  moderate  fertility, — or  if  a  heavy 
crop  of  oats  precede  the  wheat, — i  these  two 
contingencies  should  never  unite,  I — an  appli- 
cation before  a  shallow  plowing,  with  thor- 
ough intermixture  by  the  harrow,  may  prove 
advantageous,  in  addition  to  the  top-dreeing 
at  or  near  the  time  the  wheat  is  sown. 

We  have  not  yet  met  the  farmer  who  could 
make  enough  manare  to  obviate  the  necessity 
of  using  clover  as  a  fertili/.er,  and  a  combina- 
tion of  the  two  generally  gives  excellent  re- 
sults. Manure  spread  on  clover  sod  in  au- 
tumn, as  we  have  frequently  had  occasion  to 
is  the  heat  practicable  or  profitable 
ration  of  ground  for  inverting  the  fol- 
lowing spring  for  the  reception  of  seed  corn. 
It  is  worth  double  and  sometimes  triple  an 
equal  application  in  spring  just  before  plow- 
ing under  Spread  the  manure  ever  such  a 
clover  sod.  as  it  accumulates  in  winter,  is 
greatly  superior  to  spring  application,  al- 
though not  equal  to  autumn  manuring  on  tbe 
sod. 

As  a  general  outline  of  directions,  we  would 
therefore  record — 

1.  To  draw  out  and  spread  in  winter  all 
manure  short  enough  to  tnrn  under  for 
corn. 

'1.  To  heap  up  for  rotting  down  all  that  is 
too  coarse  or  long  for  spring. 

2.  To  apply  these  hsaps  to  sod  intended  for 
corn  the  next  year,  or  to  wheat  rielss  the  last 
plowing,  doing  the  work  in  portions  ata  time, 
as  tbe  last  plowing  progresses,  so  as  not  to 
tr«-ad  tbe  mellow  soil  with    the  teams  or  the

Make  two 
of  tallow  from  fresh  beef  or  mutton 
and  pour  it  into  a  four-quart  can  ( which 
should  have  a  lid  to  keep  out  mice.  >  and 
place  it  on  the  stove.  Aud  a  lump  of  pure 
yellow  wax  as  large  as  a  hen's  egg,  stirring  it 
as  it  melts  Then  fill  up  the  can  with  neat  - 
fool  oil,  and,  removing  it  from  the  fire,  cou- 
tinoe  to  stir  until  the  intermixture  is  com 
plete  This,  when  cold,  will  be  of  about  the 
same  consistence  as  beg  s  lard.  Keep  in  the 
can  a  bit  of  sponge  alwsys  res  1y  for  use.  It 
ought  to  be  damp  when  it  first  goes  into  the 
grease,  as  it  will  remain  more  flexible  always 
afterwards  than  if  greased  when  dry. 

leather  which  has  become  dry  and  horny 
through  long  neglect,  will  receive  no  benefit 
from  grease  applied  to  it  in  its  dry  and  hard 
condition  You  roust  not  only  have  grease  of 
the  right  sort,  but  must  know  how  to  use  it 
First,  then,  take  the  harness  apart  wherever 
it  can  be  aabuekled.  If  hard,  soak  it  in  clear 
water  •  not  warmer  than  milk  freshly  drawn) 
for  several  hours  Then  wash  the  pieces  us 
directed  with  Castile  soap,  and  work  them  in 
the  hands  until  they  are  soft  and  pliant;  and 
if  in  very  bad  condition,  this  will  require  cure 
and  patience.  Hang  in  a  room  where  th«y 
will  not  dry  too  rapidly.  Wh'it  about  half 
dry.  apply  tbe  grease  liberally  on  both  sides, 
and  again  hang  up  for  at  least  one  day  if 
possible. 

A  white  crust  like  steariue  will  be  left  ou 
the  surface  when  the  leather  is  dry,  which 
can  be  removed  with  a  dry  coarse  cloth.  For 
common  work  harness  nothing  more  will  be 
needed,  but  carriage  harness  may  be  again 
washed  with  the  soap  sponge  and  clear 
sponge,  and  wiped  with  a  dry  chamois  skin 

Boots  and  shoes,  of  cow-hide,  kip  or  calf 
skin  ought  to  be  treated  in  the  same  wsy 
several  times  a  year.  If  the  surface  is  wash- 
ed with  Casule  soap,  they  will  take  a  supe- 
rior polish  alter  the  second  brushing.  Try 
tbe  comfort  of  such  boots,  and  then  I  shall  be 
able  to  appeal  to  the  understandings,  O  farm- 
ers, as  well  as  your  interest,  when  I  urge  you 
not  to  neglect    Tbe  Care  of  Harness."

Lime  or  burnt  oyster  shells  are  essential 
In  winter,  meat  should  be  given  at  It  .st  twice 
a  week.  Always  keep  irood.  healthy,  fine 
looking  roosters,  fe.r  you  rcmeuibci—  0M4 
the  cock,  good  the  chick.  '  Make  n  rule  of 
killing  off  inferior  hens,  in  order  to  Li-ep  up  a 
g  ".d  laying  stcck. 

How  are  vermin  to  be  kept  out  of  the  ponl- 
try-house  F  Clean  cut  the  IsMHM  frequently 
and  lime  well.  Frequently  make  new  net.i 
and  whitewash  thoroughly  the  nest  boxes, 
roost  and  every  place  where  lice  would  be  like- 
ly to  go.  Occasionally  grraFo  the  fowls  on 
the  head  aud  under  the  wings  with  lard.  The 
roost  should  be  so  constructed  that  it  can  be 
taken  down  and  cleaned.  Some  few  MS.  ben 
ladders  and  think  them  indispensable,  but  it 
must  be  very  a  bulky  bird  ih.it  cannot  fly  from 
perch  to  perch  without  falling. 

The  best  food  to  produce  fat  is  corn,  and 
the  best  for  eggs,  wheat,  oats,  corn,  Ac.  mix- 
ed, and  meal  occasionally.  But  there  is  such 
a  thing  as  over-feeding  hens.  When  I  began 
keeping  poultry  I  was  accustomed  to  feed 
very  extravagantly  ;  eeveral  persons  told  mo 
that  I  fed  too  much,  but  I  did  not  heed  them. 
In  consequence,  my  bens  ceased  laying  (this 
was  in  summer  when  hens  should  lay  well.) 
and  on.?  In  particular  that  had  stopped  laying 
seemed  to  walk  heavily,  and  would  after  s 
very  slight  exertion  appear  greatly  fatigue:1. 
In  about  a  month  she  died,  aud  ou  cutting  her 
open  to  ascertain  the  cause  of  her  death,  1 
found  that  her  internal  organs  were  so  cover 
ed  and  pressed  together  by  fat  as  to  cause  her 
death.  1  immediately  stopped  feeding  so  in 
ordinately,  aud  after  a  little  while  my  hens 
got  into  condition  again  and  recommenced 
laying

My  observation  leads  me  to  think  thai  prun- 
ing, as  generally  done,  does  more  harm  than 
good.  Everywhere  J  go  I  see  trees  ruined  h-cy 
pruning.  Insorae  cases  large  limbsare  slash 
ed  out  with  an  as.  It  sawn,  it  is  done  in  such 
a  slovenly  manner  as  to  leave  a  wound  th:it 
will  not  heal  over  in  years,  and  most  likely 
make  the  tree  rotten-hearted.  I  have  mm 
men  go  into  the  orchard  aud  slash  out  two- 
thirds  of  the  top  of  a  large  tree,  without  any 
definite  idea  of  what  they  were  doing — only  a 
very  crude  idea  that  it  ought  to  be  pruned. 

A  man  in  a  neigh  hoi  inji  town  gave  a  man 
fourteen  dollars  to  prune  his  orchard.  He 
had  better  have  given  him  twice  that  num  to 
have  staid  out,  Great  limbs  cut  off  with 
stumps  extending  from  three  to  nix  inches 
from  the  body  —never  to  heal  over.  A  coarse 
rsjspiag  saw  to  tear  the  bark,  with  the  limb 
allowed  to  fall  and  strip  down  the  (rep.  The 
stump  exposed  with  no  protection  from  heat, 
Cv.ld  or  rain.  The  balance  of  the  tree  inter 
fered  with  so  serionsly  that  it  soon  becomes  a 
prev  to  disease  and  insects,  and  some  line 
spring  is  found  dead.  Yet,  the  owner  congra- 
tulating himself  that  it  was  no  fault  of  bio,  as 
he  gave  it  the  best  of  care,  even  to  pruning. 

When  will  people  learn  thul  limbs  should 
be  taken  from  the  tree  with  a  smooth  dean  cut, 
and  so  near  to  the  parent  stem  that  the-  MB 
wood  will  speedly  cover  over  the  wound? 
Every  considerable  wound  should  be  covered 
withjwax,  varnish,  or  paint,  to  keep  out  water 
and  protect  it  while  healing. 

People  who  know  nothing  about  pruning, 
had  better  do  little  of  it,  except  to  keep  the  suc- 
kers clear  around  the  roots  of  the  tree.  Many  a 
tree  has  b^en  ruinol  in  the  northwest  by  ;n 
judiciously  pruning  out  of  the  top,  and  letting 
in  the  sun  The  branches  in  this  climate 
should  be  thick  enough  to  protect  one  another 
and  the  body  of  the  tree.  Yet  in  this,  climate, 
we  have  orchards  that  have  MM  treated  from 
time  to  time  in  this  euicidal  way,  that  have 
some  trees  that  have  lived  through,  and  are 
now  ten  or  twelve  inches  in  diameter.  But 
nine  out  of  ten  of  the  trees  aredead.  There 
mainder  will  follow,  one  by  one,  ns  their  con- 
stitutional vigor  is  seriously  impaired, 
ritv:  tank  en  WOliM. 

In  riding  through  portions  of  Western  New 
York,  we  have  observed  that  this  formidable 
insect  is  rapidly  spreading.  From  the  ear 
windows,  orchards  were  often  seen,  p-trticu 
larly  in  Ontario  County,  haviug  that  MM> 
liar  appearance,  as  if  the  leaves  had  been 
scorched  by  flame,  which  indicates  the  work 
of  this  destroyer.  We  well  remainder  several 
years  ago,  hearing  of  a  single  orchard  in  all 
this  region  where  it  had  obtained  foothold  ; 
now  itexicls  in  many  places,  and  entire  orch- 
ards are  nearly  stripped  of  foliage.  When 
firebreaks  out  in  a  town,  every  one  rusMS  10 
the  spot  to  extinguish  the  (lames;  but  when 
as  great  a  calamity  as  a  lire  falls  upon  fruit 
trees,  no  one  rushes  to  the  spot  nor  seems 
disposed  to  make  any  elf.. i  t  to  arrest  its  prog- 
ress. 

The  canker  worm  in  its  larva  state,  is  a 
in.  asm  in;/  worm,  nearly  an  inch  long;  ten 
footed — the  perfect  female  insect  nearly 
without  wings,  crawling  up  the  trunk  of  the 
tree  to  deposit  eggs.  The  remedies  consist 
therefore  in  contrivances  to  prevent  the  fe- 
male from  ascending  the  tree.  A  belt  of  can- 
vas or  thick  paper  coated  with  a  mixture  of 
tar  and  train  oil,  frequently  renewed,  MS 
been  employed.  Circular  strips  of  zinc, 
about  four  inches  wid",  cut  M  that  the  outer 
edge  may  stand  outward  and  downward,  like 
the  rim  of  an  umbrella,  have  proved  very 
ellieient.  The  insects  cannot  crawl  around 
this  projection.  Sheet  iron  has  been  tried, 
but  they  eii.igtothe  rusty  edge  and  fat 
around  it. 

Those  who  own  fine  apple  orchards 
should  keep  a  sharp  look-out.  for  these  fel- 
lows, and  finish  them  immediately  on  their 
fir-.t  appearance.  They  are  mnch  more  ditfi 
cult  to  exterminate  then  the  common  orch- 
ard caterpillar,  and  MMli  therefore  be  taken 
in  time.

I  feel  highly  honored  by  the  preference 
shown  me  in  old  Northampton,  as  cxpres-jed 
in  your  ietter,  but,  notwithstanding  the  high 
honor  which  you  propose  to  confer  by  casting 
your  influence  for  me  in  the  nominating  en 
veulieu  lor  Governor,  now  close  at  hand,  I 
must  state,  and  without  resei  vatioH,  that,  un- 
der existiog  circumstances,  I  cannot  permit 
the  use  of  my  name  in  that  connection.  Were 
I  in  civil  life,  no  distinction  would  bo  more 
agreeable  to  me  than  to  l>e  Governor  of 
Pennsylvania.  I  have,  however,  followed  the 
profession  of  arms  since  boyhood,  and,  now 
that  I  have  acquired  considerable  rank,  do 
not  wish  to  abandon  it  and  enter  upon  a  life 
for  which  I  am  much  less  prepared  by  expe- 
i  ience  or  education.
